There 15 one side to this question of tha
earning of monoy by married women, which,
taken by ltself, without regard to the effecta
we have beon considering, 1a ontirely delight-
ful—its effeot upon herself,

The woman who has never possesscd
money of her own earning has missed n groat
happioess. The dopressing fesling of de-
pendenco under which many girla and
women suffer is crushing In many wavs to
their growth, and to the woman who onee
nchioves indepondence comes an expansion
of soul, a broadth of view, a mental frosdom
sno never knew or imagined., For tho first
timnoe In - her life sho realizes that she too is
an individual with the ability and the right
to regulato her conduet accordin
judgment and to grow broader,
at hor will,

I'hern Is one consideration which A woman
must take into account 1n sottling the ques-
tion of her duty and ber work. She has o
rospousibilivy in regard to herself as well as
10 her husband ana bher family. I1r a decidea
talent is given to her, for writing, painting
or musie, for example, it 18 surely hor duty
to cultivate and usec it for the benefit of her
follow eroatures, and hier own growth.

How 1s she to realize these confiicting de-
mands! Simply tbus: sho is to take them
one by one,

One by oue thy duties walt thoe,
Let thy whole strength go to each
Womnan's Noblest Work.

The woman who marries, deiiberately or
thoughtlossiy ns the case may be, assumos
the duties of wife and mothér, and these
have the first claim upon ner. If she had
resisted the temptation to make und onjoy
homs, bher art might huve been her
first interest, but having done other.
wiza it must be second or evon third
in her Jife, This 1s her own nct, ana
a young womunn who foels dooply possossed
of a solomn purposo should pondor well and
not wisely in choosing her course. [ hold
that bringing a family of children to honest
nund honorable man and womanhood, to bless
tbe world by their presenpe in it is the
noblest thing a bhuman bolng—man or
womun—enn scoomplish, but I am equaily
convinead that Lhis great work Is not given
to averyone to do, and to undertake it and
not to reach that end plants 1o the hearta
s0rrow and remorse that notbing can heai,

But tho wife and mother need not despalr,
nor even rogret, If she will only remember
and realize two or throe things,

F'irst, that children grow up nil too fast
for the mother who is absorbed in them.

Secondly, that when they are grown thero
will oo n long stroteh of quiet working years
betore the woman who has boen carelul not

eepor, truer

to wear hecself out in the mothechood
period,
Thirdly, that while she Is gotting Into

years it is also true that the years aro got-
ting into her, and if she will but wait with
patience and hope, the rich experience, the
ripened character she will bring to her work,
will be the greatest help fu her endeavors.
All that she could have achieved it she had
given her yooth to it Is possible to her,
though she is not free till her youth is past—
always provided she has passod her youth
wisely.
Youth at Fifty.

It is difficult for a young wife and mother,
busy from morning till night in bhousehold
nfTairs, to appreciate the fact that hers is but
6 transitory stnte. A mother at 30, with
four or five ohildren oo bor hands, ean hardly
realize that at 50 her baby will be of age,
and years before that time sne will be com-
paratively freo from care of him, Nor can
she contemplate & half century of life with
choerfulness and hope; that seems so old!
What is left of life aftor one s 501

Dear soul! almost everything that life
over offered 1s, at 50, before the woman who
has kept her heart young nnd her soul facul-
ties bright. And what i3 passod is that
which she has enjoved—youth, love nnd
motherhood. Having enriched her life with
theso experiencos, she can now devote her-
self to her talent, whatever It be.

But here we are met by the guery, how
can one begin at 50! 1 did not say she could
begin; she should make hér start in youth,
and while tioldaing her desire in abeyance to
mora pressing duties, should never lose sight
of it,

Far example, to show exactiy what I
mean, suppose that a woman feels a positive
“inclination and declination of the magnotic
necdlo witbhin her" convincilng her that
writing is ber talent, All through the busy
years of her nursery life, let her not forget
it, nor mourn that she cannot develop it. On
the contrary, let ter set it like a star
in bher heavens nas a8 goal; yet ‘“when
my children aro grown I shall
write” be ner watchword snd her hope,
Meanwhile sho should take every possible
means to prépars hersolf for that time,
neither weakening her mental force by in-
diseriminate novel reading nor wasting her
opportunities in favey worlk, but takiog caro
that evory moment of loisure, everv rocrea-
tion and every work tend to that distant
but shiniong end, and gradually, as she has
time, storing her mind with wisdom,

Keep the Heart Young,

The woman with this great hope should
never seglect the occusional practice of her
pen; il it be only in carefully construcied
lottors shie may got some pravtice in composi-
tion every week of her life, every day would
bo better. If sho will falthiully write her
oxperlonoes, her emotions, overything that
cowmes Lo her from day to any, she will not
only sccure invaluable practico, but aceumaua-
lute o stock of svallable “muoterial” for the
time whon her day arrives,

Abovo everything she must keep her heart
young and ber interast in lifo and in  poople
fresh. Not only this, but wbat is almost
more important, keep her bhealth good by
never overtaxing or abusing it in any way,
While mother duties are Emsiug she should
never undartako more, whother it be char-
itable, or church, or any outside work,

T'o the end o! keeping hersslf in good oon-
dition, she shoutd provide for a change uf air
and soone occasionally, She must learn not
to worry or fret, though ciroumstances are
not to her mind, not to be ]iut out by little
things, In a word to “‘take life easy,” Then
as her cnildren one by one marry or go out
into the world, and even her baby gots to ba
o big schoolboy or wmirl, more leisure will
pome Lo her, and some yeurs bafore she is
) sbe will be abloe to give as much time as
{s prolitable to hek chosen work.

The ssme course 1s open to the lover of
art, if she will always keep up bor iutorest
and her study, and barely enough practice to
